Miss Addis Writes an Alleged 
Dying Confession. 


How Her Young Heart Went Uut to 
Ex-Gov. J. G. Downey. 


The Governor Puts in an Appearance 
3 in Los Angeles. 


His Relatives Say It Is a Biackmailing Scheme— 
Was That Mexican Letter Written in 
Los Angeles—An Amusing 
Canard. 


Quite a sensation was caused on the ar- 
rival of the San Francisco papers, when it 
was learned that the Examiner contained 
the following article, and that paper was at 
once in great demand. In a few minutes 
the streets were full of rumors, nothing 
being too wild and absurd not to find some 
believers. 1t was said that Miss Addis was 
in the city, but diligent search failed to dis- 
cover her, though it is possible that she 
may be here. Gov. Downey arrived 
from San Francisco in company with 
Maj. P. S. O'Reilly, an old-time 
friend, and his servant, and took up their 
quarters atthe Nadeau. ‘The Governor was 
not looked for at this time, the first in- 
formation that he contemplated a a visit to 
this city being a telegram received by his 
nephew, J. Downe arvey, from his rela- 
tives in San Francisco, acvising him that 
the Governor had started for Los 
Angeles, and asking him to meet 
his uncle at the train, which he did. 
A curious story was afluatin regard to the 
Goverbor’s departure for this place. lt was 
said that while walking out in San Fran- 
cisco with his servant, he came acrcss Maj. 
O’ Reilly, an old-time friend, whom he had 
not seen for some years. The friend got 


to talking, when Gov. Downey remarked. 


that he wanted>to come south, but 
he had a guard over him, 
not permitted to leave. 
this the friend became greatly “riled 
— told him that if he wanted to go to Los 
ngeles he should do so, guard or no guard 
that upon the latter objecting, it is said 
that the Major kndcked the mau down, and 
took his old friend in his charge, and that 
they started for Los Angeles the next day, 
but allowed the servant to go along, but 
that the Major was the controlling spirit 
in the expedition. Be ‘that as it 
may, the Governor’s sudden  determi- 
nation to come south, just about the 
time of the publication, the fact that his 
relatives here were not notified of his com- 
ing, the rymors of Miss Addis’s presence, 
and various other incidents, all put together, 
ery the matter in a very mysterious 
ight, and set all tongues wagging. Allof 
these various happenings occurred too con- 
secutively to be mere coincidences, and 
with a view to seeing what connection, if 
any, there was between them, a TIMES re- 
porter last evening interviewed a number 
of the interested parties to sée how they re- 
éd the affair. 
MAJ. O'REILLY 
was seen at the Nadeau Hotel, where he 
and the Governor have rooms, . He was 
reading the Examiner’s story when the re- 
porter introduced himself, and “405 
considerably amused over it. Th ajor 
was told the story about the fight, whicu he 
at once denied, suying there was nota par- 
ticle of truth in it He and Gov. 
Downey were.‘old_ friends, and he 
had merely come down here on _ the 
Governor’s invitation, as he had never vis- 
this section of the State, and he desired 
to see it. He did net believe that Gov. 
Downey was a marptying man, and that if 
he had ever entertained any idea of marry- 
ing Miss Addis he would have told him 
about it. Maj. O’Reilly said that the Gov- 


ernor was. pot under restraint and 


had not been sofar ashe knew. He and 
the Governor had spent the day in driving 


about the city, and purposed visiting most 
of the towns in this section before they re- 
turned to San Francisco. The Governor 


was in fine heaith and — and was ap- 
parentiy very glad to back — his

Partly, then, to avert further appeal to 
me ina case where I am helpless, y 
from a desire to discharge whatever oi duty 
or responsibility jn attach to me in = 
premises, I have deemed it expedient to 
set forth for the public ee 
facts of the situation as 1 understand them. 
THE OLD WIDOWER’S FIERCE COURTSHIP. 

“Early in the year 1883 Mr. Downey, who 
had seen me grow up from childhood to 
womanhood in Los Angeles, made me the 
object of attentions whose meaning and end 
were unmistakable. As three months had 
not elapsed since the dreadful Tehachapi 
accident, I felt in a certain sense humiliated 
and even degraded by the courtship of a 
man so lately widowed, and that under such 
horrifying’ circumstances. 

“I kept my own counsel, and improved 
the first opportunity to escape from contact 
with Mr. Downey by going to visit the 
family of my cousin, who was at the time 
Sheriff of Tulare county, where I remained 
between two and three menths. 

“Returning lL found that my mother had | 
yielded to the plausible representations of a 
family connection, who promised large and 
speedy returns from a certain investment, 
and she had intrusted him all the money 
we had, which was sufficient for our main- 
tenance in comfort for several years to 
come, so that we were literally penniless. 

“T at once set about obtaining employ- 
ment, but the season, being the time of reac- 
tion in Los Angeles, was most unfavorable. 
To add to our distress, I had absorbed 
malaria of Tulare, and now developed an 
acute malady in consequence. With what 
pride we might, we concealed our wretched 
condition, suffering privations almost in-. 
credible as occurring’ in that ‘land of 
plenty.’ 

THE MARRIAGE CONTRACT. 

“Quite by accident our dire need was dis- 
covered by a friend, a schoolmate, daughter 
of one of the most prominent cltinene of 
Los Angeles, who at once urged me to ac- 
cept a loan from herself or ber father. As 
it happened, Mr. Downey had directed him- 
self to this lady to obtain news of me dur- 
ing my absence, and she, understanding the 
nature of his interest, considered it her duty 
to inform him that the woman he wished to 
marry was actually in want of food. This 
led toan explicit between 
myself and Mr. Downey, and I, frankly ex- 
plaining —s motives and sentiments, ag 
to-marr atthe expiration of his two 

ears of mourning, provided my mother’s 
uture comfort were assured. 

“Mr. Downey’s intention wasto spend 
some time after marriage in Europe and in 
Mexico, in view of the strong affection I 
cherished forthis country, and oe to set- . 
tle in a beautiful home in 
where he proposed to libera 
make his house a center for the levers of 
art and literature, and to devote to works < 
benevolence a portion of the wealth which 
he said, he had never enjoyed or employed 
properly. 

A PROFFER OF FINANCIAL AID. 

“At the moment when he was advised of 
my needs, Mr. Downey caused to be con- 
veyed to me, with great tact and delicacy, 
by the conduct of the friends before men- 
tioned, a considerable sum of money, which 
I,on learning its seurce later, restored to 
him intact. e repeatedly urged me to ac- 
cept assistance from him, urging 
that his great wealth lay idle, benefiting no 
one he cared for, 

‘He also forbade me to accept a position 
as book-keeper or some similar employment, 
as he considered it an affront to his pride 
and dignity that his fusane wife should be 
‘in servitude,’ as he phrased it. My own 
views were different, oe I submitted, as a 
matter of duty, and struggled to support 
myself and my mother on the pittance I 
earned from my writings. 

“] kept the fact of my engagement as 
— as possible to avoid the inevitable gos- 

sip, which was odious to me, and ] resisted 
Mr. Downey’s efforts to promote an inti- 
macy between me and his family, assuring 
him that all overtures must come from their

DOWNEY’S DISSIPATION,

Patriotism in Our Public Schools. 


It is undoubtedly a truthful asser- 
tion that out of every evil some good 
is realized. Not always directly, to be 
sure, but indirectly and remotely good 
is a resultant effect. Already we see 
the evidence of this truth in the essen- 
tial awakening which has taken place 
among many of the most thoughtful 


jand far-seeing educators of the coun- 


| try, 


aroused by

republican institutions; by the strikes 
and boycotts, in which there was so 
large an active alien element, to the 
importance of inculcating in our pub- 
lic schools a live feeling of patriotism 
and devotion to the national flag. 
These lessons of lovalty should consti- 
tute no minor part of the scholastic 
education of the child. Intel- 
ligent patriotism should be 
taught and fostered in every school 
in the country. Educational statistics 
inform us‘that at least 50 per cent. of 
the scholars in our public schools have 
foreign-born parents, who- were edu- 
cated to ideas at variance with the 
American idea of free government. 
These children, as well as many of our 
native born children, are not thor- 


oughly imbued with the love of Ameri- 


can institions, and have not been 
taught to look with pride upon our his- 
tory. But the presence of the Anarch- 
ist, the disorders produced by the 
strike and the boycott, have led Amer- 
ican educators to consider if it were 
not possible to find a remedy for these 
evils through our public schools. Not 
that our political creed should be in- 
culcated, or any party prejudice nursed, 
but that simply the Americar idea 
should be instilled in all of the schools 
throughout the country. 

President Simmonds of the Board of 
Education in New York not long ago 
suggested the idea that the American 
flag should be placed in all of our 
schoolrooms. The suggestion has been 
received with enthusiasm by the edu- 
cational fraternity, no less than by 
thoughtful and intelligent citizens 
from Maine to California. 

In connection with this introduction 
of the Stars and Stripes many super- 
intendants of schools propose to intro- 
duce patriotic talks and songs, which 
shall help to make the children famil- 
iar with the institutions and principles 
that are symbolized by our flag. 

Says Inspector D. W. C. Ward of 
the Seventh School District of New 
York: 

“You have no idea of the enthusiasm 
which has been aroused in our district by 
the introduction of Americanism in our 
schools. What man thoroughly imbued 
with a love of American institutions, and a 
knowledge of America’s history and mis- 
sion could have any sympathy with growths 
of despotism and anarchy? Since | began 
to Americanize the children in my district 
I have presen 60 American flags to dif- 
ferent schools. At first 1 found an almost 
complete lack of triotism for America, 
even among native-born children. The 
subject, apparently, had never been brought 
to their attention. Now that they under- 
stand itthey showthe true spirit which 
should ss every citizen of our Repub- 
lic. 1 frequently make addresses in the 
schools on incidents of the civil war. You 
should see the boys and girls jump to their 
feet and shout when I mention any brave 
deed, and their faces glow when I[ tell them 
what our fathers have done for their 
country. In Principal Hardy’s school, Sev- 
entieth street and irst avenue, 
the American idea has taken deep 
root. Busts of Lincoln and Washington 
have been placed in the schoolrooms and 
flags are hung on the walls. Patriotic 
sougs are sung in the morning and after- 
noon. Some time agol offered an Amer- 
ican flag to the class that should show the 
greatest degree of punctuality and disci- 
pline.. There are seventeen classes in 

he hool, and the eagerness to get 
that g was. so great that. at the 
end of the time specined fifteen of 
the classes were pronounced ‘perfect, 
and the flag had to go by drawing lots. In 
Principal Ford’s primary school, Forty- 
second street, near Thi avenue, it is the 
sume way, even among the little children. 
I have received a great many letters from 
parents telling me how their children have 
gone into the idea of being real Amer- 
icans. 

This patriotic awakening is a hope- 
ful promise for our future. Americans 
have been slow in impressing the minds 
of the children with the greatness aud 
grandeur of American history. There 
are hundreds of children in our public 
schools who can tell us all about Roman 
conquest, who are perfectly familiar 
with the names of Alexander, of Cesar 
and Napoleon, would could tell us very 
little of our revolutionary epoch, and 
hardly more of our late civil struggle; 
children whose pulses have never 
quickened with a throb of pride at the 
mention of such names as Lincoln and 
Grant, and who realize nothing of the 
principles involved in the national 
struggle against treason.

earth. They will love America and 
hei institutions. They will be proud 
of her history, and appreciate the value 
and the sacredness of their own 
sovereign citizenship. Let the Ameri-

can idea prevail—not that Americans 


alone shall have a voice in our national 
afiairs, but that every man coming to 
our shores whois devoted to free gov- 
ernment, and whois willing to stand 
with us in its defense and perpetua- 
tion, shall share with us in the bless- 
ings and the grandeur of our republic. 
As to Instructions. 

There need be no contest, complica- 
tion or difficulty whatever over the 
question of indorsing Blaine or any 
other Presidential candidate by tLe 
County Convention today. The pre- 
ponderance of Republican sentiment in 
this-county and on this coast, of course, 
is confessedly favorable to the Maine 
statesman; but since he is by. his own 
action out of the race, no considerable 
number of Republicans anywhere are 
seriously disposed to run him against 
his will.

WHEREAS, certain European powers have 
recently pursued in the Pacific Ocean an 
aggressive policy of annexation and coloni- 
zation which has resulted in the almost 
complete destruction of native indepen- 
dence and autonomy in that quarter of the 
globe, and 

WHEREAS, in view of the growing im- 
portance of the commercial interests of the 
United States in the Pacific, it is desirable 
that there should be maintained whatever 
remains of independent government in that 
part of the world free from European 
domination and control, and 

WHEREAS, in the Samoan islands, one of 
the few remaining independent groups of 
the Pacific Ocean, recent events have 
tended to impair, if not absolutely destroy, 
their independence and autonomy, and, 

WHEREAS, the United States, as a 
friendly power having commercial interests 
jn said islands, and as the first Government 
to res and encourage their indepen- 
dence, and enter into treaty relations with 
them is interested in maintaining of their 
autonomy and independence; therefore 


Resolved, that the present condition of 
affairs at Samoa requires that this Govern- 
ment should aid the ple of those islands 
in securing dipiomatic arrangement, and an

NATIONAL NOTKS. 


The House Investigation of Trusts 
Again Taken Up. 

WasHINGTON, April 23.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} The House Committee on 
Manufactures today resumed inquiry into 
the subject of trusts. Mr. Scott, represent- 
tive of the Pennsylvania railroad, spoke of 
the subpenas which had been served upon 
10 officers of the Pennsylvania Company, 
concerning the transportation of oil, calling 
for the production of a large number of 
contracts, etc. He thought the railroad 
company should not be called upon for such 
extensive information, which was appar- 
ently sought for by some person outside of 
the committee who desired to get informa- 
tion to institute private law suits, ete. F. 
D. Gowan of the Reading company, acting 
as counsel for the committee, proposed to 
show by the information called for by the 
subpoenas that the Pennsylvania and other 
roads had been guilty of discriminations 
by which the Standard Oil Company had 
maintained a monopoly of the production 
of oil. 

Without final disposition of the matter, 
the subject was laid aside and Malcolm 
Lloyd of Philadelphia testified thathe re- 
cently sold out his independent business to 
the Standard Oil Company, receiving trust 
certificates equal in amount to the value of 
his property. While in business for him- 
self he had received rebates from the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad. The committee re- 
quested him to prepare a statement of such 
rebates. 


SENTENCES DISAPPROVED. 

In disapproving the sentences of dis- 
missal in the cases of Capt. J. A. Olmstead, 
Ninth Cavalry, and First Lieut. Mont- 
gomery D. Parker, Ninth Cavalry, the 
President said in bis order that “An exam- 
ination of the cases tried by the same court- 
martial has fully convinced me that con- 
ditions exist at Ft. Duchesne that must, if 
allowed to continue, result in scandal and 
demoralization.
